HAMLET IN KNEE PANTS 

The Irish boy actor Joseph Burke, who was a stage star at five, was acclaimed 
by critics and audiences alike, for the skill with which he played adult roles. 
After his Dublin debut in Tom Thumb in 1824, he was engaged to play Hamlet, 
and for the next six years he toured the British Isles actingin Shakespearean 
parts as well as comedies and melodramas. He came to America with his parents 
at the age of eleven, and continued his triumphs in such parts as Shylock, Richard 
III, and Hamlet. He retired from the stage, an old trouper at seventeen, and spent 
the rest of his life as a successful violinist, dying in 1902 at the ripe age of 83.

Wearing a white tie and tails, and displaying big, toothy 
smileS, a six year old Brooklyn boy gave his third piano 
recitql at Carnegie Hall in June, 1955.
